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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over each of Fujii 
and Chambers in view of WO 97/19987. Fujii and Chambers were discussed in the prior Office 
Action. Additionally, both teach the use of conventional additives. See Fujii at col 8, line 56 
through col. 9, line 29 and Chambers at col. 5, lines 29-32. WO 97/19987 teaches dendritic 
polyesters that prevent adverse effects and reduce bleeding of conventional additives in 
thermoplastic resins. See page 5, lines 11-15 and page 12, lines 6-15. Thermoplastic resins 
include polyamide and polyphenylene ether. See page 1 1, lines 27 and 29. In view of WO 
97/19987, it would have been obvious to include a dendritic polyester when using a conventional 
additive in the polyphenylene ether/polyamide blends of each of Fujii and Chambers in order to 
prevent adverse effects and reduce bleeding of the additive. 

Applicant's submission of an information disclosure statement under 37 CFR 1.97(c) with 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.1 7(p) on July 21, 2003 prompted the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
